He dwelt at length upon the signifi- 
cance and importance of the labor 
movements taking place, especially In 
England, and touciied upon certain 
political and social aspects of the 
question. Any attempt at a summary 
of such a topic would be useless, and 
because of the impossibility of having 
a full printing of the paper, no ade- 
quate idea of its content can be con- 
veyed. Suffice it to say, that the 
speaker dealt with the pn.blem in a 
most comprehensive and detailed 
manner.

Sir Arthur Currie, the guest oi 
the evening, was introduced by Dr, 
Todd, tho honorary president of th< 
club. The members present were not* 
backward In showing their heartj 
appreciation in having Sir Arthut 
present with them, and tho applause 
when the Principal arose to addrcai 
tho meeting was worthy of the West- 
ern Club as a whole. 

After a few words with reference 
to Western Canada, In which lie 
classed himself as a Westerner both 
in sympathies and tastes, Sir Arthur 
proceeded to sprak on the topic next 
in the interests of those present, 
namely, JlctJlll. Special reference 
was made to the recent campaign, and, 
the Principal pointed out many in- 
teresting details with reference to the 
collection and disposal of the money 
subscribed by tho many McGill sym- 
pathizers all over Canada. Sir Arthur 
pointed out that tln> disposal of tnese 
funds was a particularly difficult, 
task, inasmuch as there were so many 
demands of equal Importance and, of 
course, only a limited amount of 
money with which to meet them. One 
particular instance which he cited 
was tho conditions, imposed in con- 
nection with the Rockefeller grant of 
one million dollars. This grunt In- 
volves the further expenditure or nfrie 
hundred thousand dollars from ( di- 
versity funds on Medical buildings. 
This mutter, in conjunction wltn 
many others, the Principal remarked, 
rendered the task of proper and fair 
distribution of the Campaign funis a 
very knotty one, ( and sufficient to 
make (lie person with the task on bis 
hands lose no small amount of sleep, 
Sir Arthur closed his speech by 
wishing all the members (.! the dub 
the very best of luck ut college, and 
oniphaslzed upon all tho importance of 
combining tho experience uud lessons 
learned nt college into Ideals which 
would modify extreme tendencies 
when in the outer world. Sir-Arthur 
finally called upon all Westerners to 
co-operate with tho University au- 
thorities in making -McGill a univer- 
sity fully worthy of Canada and the 
Empire. At the closo of his speech, 
the Principal was loudly applauded 
in a way that would signify that, all 
those present were fully ready to give 
tho University authorities and Sir 
Arthur ln particular their most loyal 
support. A word of thanks and as- 
surance of loyalty from tho club by 
tho president was a signal for another 
outburst of applause. 

H. O'Hagan moved a vote of thanks 
to Sir Arthur for honoring the club 
with his company for the o.veulng.

He 
remarked that Dr. H. M. Tory, Pre- 
sident of the University of Alberto, 
and Dr. Rankin, Dean, of the Faculty 
of Medicine, both graduates of McOill.

modern times. This in hardly ?ur- 
prletng. (or miioir possesse? pro- 
emlnenUy tint powur of Ktvins plea- 
sure — intellectual, emotional and 
Mnkuoup — which Ik the ultimate 
reason for the existence or .iay form 
of endeavor not directly connected 
with the means of life. From tho 
beginning of the 19th century, when 
the greatest musical activity In his- 
tory coincided with the birth of the 
present industrial civilization, music 
ha» spread thrmiRh the layers of 
society with almotfl startling rapi- 
dity. Helped hy the improving slan- 
iJmrd of living, and forced nt last by 
the reckless spirit, ensendered by the 
star, the art of music at the present 
tlme^would appear to' have the fairest 
prospect*. From thousands of fac- 
tories, pianos, violins, gramophnncn 
apd countlers other musical Instru- 
ments and machines nrc poured out 
to aatlsfy the increisine demands of 
a higher civilization. Kvery home 
hat its piano" or Its ^ramophotii ; 
music teachers and conservatoriuins 
encumber the streets; the stores arc 
filled vrith tongs, vramnpbnne re- 
cords. sa.<cophone<i and sundries; 
every movie lias its orchestra and 
every orchestra Its audience. In 
short, the triumph of the. Music 
Lover la complete 

There Is,, however, nnother side to 
ihe picture: and lb?t is not a cheer- 
ful one. How many of these count- 
less, pianos are used at All? How 
jnurh of the time and money spent 
with the teacher or the conserva- 
torltim attains lia object? To what 
extent does the Immense industry 
founded on this love of music Justify 
.Its existence? The answer Is not 
difficult to give, and the reason lies 
In the somewhat narrow* views or 
Interpretations on "pleasure" favored 
by the present generation. Terhaps 
the most common musical Instrument 
—If Instrument it can be called— Is 
the gramophone; its manipulation is 
exceedingly simple— a child can use 
It ai the advertisement said; it ha* 
been vastly improved in recont years 

, and It is capable, of almost luffnlte 
variety. Here then is an Instrument 
peculiarly fitted to minister to that 
lovo of music which wo We told la a 
characteristic of our times; If, how- 
ever, we examine any of tho gramo- 
phone catalogues published to-day, 
we find that hy far the greater num- 
ber of records are of Ainco music, 
and that the small minority consists 
of tbat music which we would have 
expected to occupy the greater space. 
This would appear to Indicate that 
the love of music is, perhaps, necond- 

, ary.to the love of dancing; and that 
it . Is, secondary to something is the 
only conclusion to be arrived nt 



after an evaminatlon of tho other 
popular fornip of musical activity. 
The many small orchestras In Mont- 
real, for inslanre. are devoted en- 
tirely to Terpsichore; with the ex- 
ception of a fow of the more preten- 
tious, which minister to her lusty 
sister the Movie. 

Are we then to conclude that all 
these piunos, music teachers and 
conservatorlums; all the lersons of 
tho musical giants of tho past — Beet- 
hoven, Mozart, Bach and the rest, 
whose very names should thrill the 
listener; all those, and the art which 
their labors have built in two thou- 
sand years; are we to conclude that 
they are rightfully spent in providing 
a pleasant background for afternoon 
tea, or at best In supplying the rhy- 
thm^nccecsary to the existence of the 
Fox Trot? Heaven forbid! Yet 
that la the state- of things that wo 
arc fast approaching and the reason 
lie's in tho narrow conception of 
"pleasure" referred to above. 

There Is a tendency to tako the 
line of least resistance in every 
phase of life, and In no p'laco more 
than in the pursuit of pleasure. This 
Is a very natural and In some ways 
a sensible attitude to take, but it in 
unfortunate in that tho pleasure to 
bo obtained In life is all tho better 
and more wholesome for the troubli! 
that is used in obtaining it. In 
music Is this especially true. No 
particular expenditure of brain Is re- 
quired to appreciate dance -music, for 
the slmplo reason that the rhythm is 
tho only essential part of dance 
music — and no one listens to any- 
thing else. The so-called music sup- 
plied at, movies and vaudeville shows 
and' restaurants does not require any 
Intelligence at all, because no one 
paya the slightest attention to It — 
It would be missed If It were not, so 
to speak, going on, but that's all. 
Where attention, and intelligence, are 
requited Is in tho concert hall, and 
that is Just where attention would 
repay us; unfortunately, we do not 
receive training in paying attention. 

The pleasure, to bo got from an 
Intelligent hearing of an orchestral 
performance can not be realized hy 
ono who Is not musically intelligent. 
It Is perhaps tho only form of plea- 
sure that, can bo indulged to the ut- 
most without ill effects; It nourishes 
itself, and grows stronger with time; 
beforo. its steady glow the more vul- 
gar pleasuroB "pale their ineffectual 
fires." If. the world were properly 
appreciative of tho rich storos or 
enjoyment left by past generations of 
poverty-stricken musicians — If the 
facilities for musical education which 
now exist wero rightly employed and 
the love of music indeed a fact and 
not a mere shadow— then would our 
civilization approach more closely to 
the ideal.

TONE! TONE! 



A charge levelled with some justice 
at the University of Manitoba is the 
carlessness iu the dress and general 
appearance of many students. Visi- 
tors from other universities have com- 
mented on it, professors bave deplored 
It, and anyone without too -much 
6clf-satl8taction will admit It. There 
is, undeniably, a very great lack of 
attention to personal appearance, of 
bearing, of "tone" in too many stu- 
dents. Our buildings are largely 
responsible — they insplre-.regret, 
contempt — but never pride, and tho 
bearing that pride gives. But even 
glorified garages are no justification 
tor resembling garage men. 

Thoro is no single social function 
In the whole year — except the Medi- 
cal Conversazione — which Is con- 
ducted on the lines that, one expects 
university functions to be conducted. 
Many of our dances, with a few down- 
ward steps, would qualify for tho ap- 
plication of the term "Shindig." 
Formal dances or formal '.social func- 
tions of any kind havo over been 
doomed to failure *— the very word is 
generally sufficient to strike terror 
to the heart of the average student. 
It Is only at formal social functions 
that we cannot bo as lax as wo please. 
Some sort of standard Is, there, at 
least expected. Elsewhere the stu- 
dent feels, or appears to feel, that bo 
can get away with anything — and 
he docs. Tho result Is a practical ab- 
sence of tho tone that ono expects 
to mark tho difference between # a 
dance of the Hod Carriers' Union and 
university students. 

This, of course, may simply be an 
isolated opinion in the studént body.
